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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. The preliminary amendment filed 9/29/06 
has been entered. Claims 15-27 are pending. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. The IDS filed 9/29/06, 8/14/07 and 1/12/09 have been considered. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Reference to particular claims in the specification [0006-0010] should be avoided 

since the patented claims may not correspond to the claims as originally filed. In fact, 
the preliminary amendment canceled original claims 1-14. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claim 27, the claim is directed to "A computer-readable recording 
medium". Given the broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the 
specification (see paragraph [0094]), the claim is non-statutory because the 
scope of the claim embraces subject matter (i.e., "transmission medium" or data 
signals) not eligible for patent protection under § 101 . 

7. Claims 1 5-26 are allowed. As per claims 1 5, 24 and 26, the prior art of record 
does not show or reasonably suggest, in combination with the other claimed subject 
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matter, a map creation device/method, or navigation device incorporating same, which 
includes at least a simple-ground-information creating unit that creates a simple ground 
object expressing the three-dimensional shape of a ground object with less amount of 
data than the ground object, and an on-ground-structure-information creating unit which 
creates, based on the simple ground object, an on-ground-structure object expressing 
the three-dimensional shape of an on-ground-structure that is present on a surface of 
the ground by adding height information to a two-dimensional on-ground-structure 
object expressing a two-dimensional shape of the on-ground structure. Dependent 
claims 16-23 and 25 are distinguishable for at least the same reasons.
